Parade the Circle Celebration features an annual community arts parade that relies solely on artistic 
expression, omitting the use of words, logos, motorized vehicles or live animals (wheelchairs and 
assist dogs permitted). Members of Cleveland-area communities collaborate with Cleveland artists 
and guest artists from around the world to create their own imaginative floats, costumes, and masks 
during Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) public workshops or at their own locations. Music and 
movement are integrated into the ensembles. 

Saturday, June 8, 2002. The Parade begins from the CMA parking lot at noon. The Circle Village 
festivities take place from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Wade Oval and adjacent lawn areas at The Western 
Reserve Historical Society (WRHS), The Cleveland Museum of Natural History (CMNH), and CMA. 

Around University Circle's Wade Oval in Cleveland, Ohio. 


Beginning at noon, the Parade will exit the CMA parking lot and turn right, winding its way 
counterclockwise around the Oval, passing the Cleveland Botanical Garden, the Cleveland Institute 
of Music, Western Reserve Historical Society and Crawford Auto-Aviation Museum, and the 
Cleveland Museum of Natural History. Returning to the CMA driveway, the Parade will disperse on 
the Wade Oval. 


The theme for this year's Parade is Salmagundi. Salmagundi, a potpourri or heterogeneous mixture, 
is also an eclectic salad of meat, egg, and colorful vegetables, artfully arranged and highly seasoned. 
The diversity and creativity that generates the Parade produces a spicy and vibrant visual feast, 


Robin VanLear, after serving as the artistic director for the Summer Solstice Celebration in Santa 
Barbara, California, came to CMA to design and organize the first Parade the Circle in 1990, It has 
grown from 100 participants and 1,000 spectators to an event including 2,000 paraders and more 
than 40,000 spectators. 


Parade the Circle Celebration will feature five new guest artists who will create Parade ensembles; 
Zaida del Rio, Alejandro Calzada Miranda, Roiadi Cartaya Carvajal, Andres Cabrera Garcia (all 
from Cuba), and Kester Jerry (Trinidad and Tobago). Returning guest artists are stiltdancers and 
puppeteers Amy Ballestad and Mary Jo Nikolai (Minneapolis); artist and architect Michael Lee Poy 
(Montreal); stiltdancers Rick Simon and Brad Harley (Toronto); and carnival arts specialist Murphy 
Winters (Trinidad). 

Parade the Circle Celebration commemorative posters and T-shirts designed by artist Alan Peters 
will be available for purchase. Postcards will also be sold at the event.

Amy Ballestad and Mary Jo Nikolai 

Amy Ballestad and Mary Jo Nikolai, of Minneapolis, are artists who work with that city's Heart of the Beast Puppet 
and Mask Theater as artists-in-residence and instructors of youth programs. They are both members of BareBones 
Productions Puppet Collective, whose annual outdoor Harvest/Halloween Pageant has become a Minneapolis fall 
ritual and features large self-illuminated puppets, pyrotechnics, stiltwalking, and music. Ballestad is a founding 
member of Chicks on Sticks, an all-female stiltwalking group that creates stilt performances and conducts 
workshops with community youth programs. Nikolai has worked as a puppeteer/performer and community 
organizer for Earth Celebrations in New York City. 

Zaida del Rio*' 

One of Cuba’s most acclaimed contemporary artists, del Rio's work is in the collection of the Museo National des 
Bellas Artes, Havana. Born in 1954 in Guadalupe, Las Villas province, she specializes in painting, drawing, 
ceramics, and engraving. She studied at Cuba's National Arts School (1974-1979) and the Higher Arts Institute 
(1982-1987), and the Belle Arts School, Paris (1988). Beginning June 3, 2002, her work will be featured in a major 
exhibition at the Acacia Galleria, Havana. 

Roiadi Cartaya Carvajal* 

Roaidi Cartaya Carvajal, of Cuba, will graduate from the Institute Superior de Arte this year. An award-winning 
designer for Las Parrandas, a major carnevale that takes place during the Christmas season, Carvajal creates 
ensembles for a several communities, including Remedies in the province of Villa Clara. 

Andres Cabrera Garcia* 

Andres Cabrera Garcia, of Cuba, is a graduate of the Institute des Artes Plasticos, Santa Clara. This spring, he will 
be featured in a major solo exhibition in Lyon, France. 

Kester Jerry* 

Kester Jerry, of Trinidad and Tobago, is considered one of the most accomplished young artists working with the 
traditional art form of carved calabashes (gourds). 

Alejandro Calzada Miranda* 

Alejandro Calzada Miranda, of Cuba, will also graduate from the Institute Superior de Arte this year. He is an 
award-winning designer for Las Parrandas. His work has been exhibited in Havana and internationally. 

Michael Lee Poy 

Michael Lee Poy, of Montreal, is a graduate of the Pratt Institute in Brooklyn, New York. Presently enrolled in the 
graduate program at Yale's School of Architecture, Lee Poy draws artistic inspiration from his Trinidadian heritage 
to create contemporary African-American/Caribbean art and architecture. His clients have included Richard 
Dreyfuss and Steven Spielberg. His installation, Eden, was featured at an exhibition in the Brooklyn Public Library 
in 1999. Lee Poy will graduate from Yale this spring. 
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Rudolph "Murphy" Winters 

Carnival arts specialist Rudolph "Murphy" Winters is from Trinidad. Murphy has worked on the opening 
ceremonies of the 1987 Pan Am Games, the 100th Anniversary of Bastille Day in Paris (1990), the opening and 
closing ceremonies for the 1992 Summer Olympics in Barcelona, and the 1996 Summer Olympics in Atlanta. Winters 
was also one of six artists who created the Rockin' in the Streets parade for the opening of the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame and Museum. 


ABOUT THE PARADE ARTISTIC DIRECTOR 
Robin VanLear 

Robin VanLear is artistic director of the Parade and CMA's community arts program. She was the 2001 recipient of 
the Robert P. Bergman Prize, awarded by the Cleveland Arts Prize committee. She was also a recipient of an Ohio 
Arts Council travel grant, which enabled her to attract to Cleveland Parade guest artists from Cuba. VanLear 
created the first Parade the Circle in 1990, after serving as artistic director for the Summer Solstice Celebration in Santa 
Barbara, California, In 1984, she received her Master of Fine Arts in Sculpture with an emphasis on performance art 
and sculpture from the University of California at Santa Barbara. She has lectured extensively and has served as 
artist-in-residence at several schools and art institutions. VanLear has created art performances and installations 
throughout the Cleveland area, She co-created and directed the Rockin' in the Streets parade for the opening of the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and Museum; co-designed the set, costumes and props for An Aesop Odyssey, presented 
by the Cleveland Opera on Tour (1997); and co-designed the giant puppets and set for Peter and the Wo/f (1997) and 
Pictures at an Exhibition (1998) for the Cleveland Orchestra.
